Mahatma Says Hunger Will 
Soon Pass, Then He Will 
Drink Water to Prolong 
Life.

. POONA, Sept. 21.—Indian polit- 
ical leaders from Bombay visited 
Mahatma Gandhi in his cell at 
Yeroda jail today and submitted to 
him a plan for a compromise of 
the communal elections question 
which they hoped would end the 


hunger strike he began yesterday. 

They spent two hours with him. 
When they left, although no for- 
mal statement was made, the belief 
Was expressed that Gandhi's fast 
would be ended before many days. 

The group included Gandhi's son, 
Devi Das, Sir Tej Bahadur Sapru 
and M. Jayakar. 

Gandhi was up early today and 
showed little effect from his absti- 
nence which began at noon yester- 
day. i 

The plan presented to him in- 
cluded a suggestion for joint elec- 
tions, with proper safeguards for 
the “untouchables,” in whose in- 
terest he declared he would starve 
himself to death. 

At Gandhi’s invitation the leader 
of the “untouchables” planned to 
come to Poona tonight to meet 
Gandhi. 

Urges Speed in Parleying. 

“Mr Gandhi appears famished, 
but otherwise he is well,” said 
Rajah Gopal Achariar, acting pres- 
ident of the Indian National Con- 
gress, after visiting the Mahatma. 
“After 10 days without food his 
condition will probably be so weak 
that he will be unable to partici- 
pate in further discussions. 

“Thus there are only five days 
in which to reach an agreement on 
the issue of separate electorates, 
and only a day or two to obtain 
the approval of the Prime Min 
ister, which is essential before 
Gandhi will break his fast. After 
10 days he might be so ill that 
he never would recover, although 
possibly he might live for 25 days.” 

Gandhi is 62 years old. At the 
Start of his fast yesterday he 
weighed 84 pounds. For years he 
subsisted chiefly on goat’s milk. 

Gandhi's fast is in protest against 
the electoral system recently drawn 
up by the British Cabinet and an- 
nounced by Prime Minister Ram- 
say MacDonald. Gandhi contends 
that this plan perpetuates the wide 
gulf that separates the “untouch- 
2 from other classes in Indian 

e. 

Made Head of Prison Bakery. 

As he began his fast yesterday, 
he smilingly announced that he 
had been appointed superintendent 
of the prison bakery. 

He became ill from the press of 
friends who called to see him. On 
the advice of his physicians he 
turned away many’ callers. 

After a few days, he said, he ex- 
pected the desire for food to pass 
and he then expected to prolong 
his life as much as possible by 
drinking water. 

“It is only because Englishmen 
cannot possibly see the living side 
of the picture,” he said, “that, 
either in their ignorance or their 
self-satisfaction, they act as judges 
on a question affecting the funda- 
mental feelings of millions of peo- 
ple, both caste Hindus and ‘un- 
touchables,’ the suppressors and 
the suppressed, 

“Like thé prophet of Islam and 
like Jesus, I, on a humbler scale, 
have undertaken a tussle for jus- 
tice, as my fast continues my hu- 
man cry will rise to the heavens | B 
of God Almighty. 

„My fast is not for sympathy. 
After the first few days the desire 
for food will vanish and I shall 
begin to brood.

It was rumored in 
advance of the primary that if 
La Follette was not reuominated, 
he would run as an independent. 

Senator John J. Blaine, Progres-

B. Chapple, young conservative, by 
approximately 20,000. 

The vote on the senatorship in 
2718 precincts out of 2899 was: 
Chapple, 331,251; Blaine, 311,888.

Couldn’t Bring the Books. 

Henry W. Busch of Detroit, 
Commissioner of Parks and Boule- 
vards there, and the supreme dic- 
tator of the Loyal Order of Moose, 
testified that a proposal to employ 
professional solicitors to raise 
funds for the Detroit convention in 
1929 was objected to by Davis. The 
latter, he said, sent.

000 was loaned to the organization 
department on a note guaranteed 
by Davis. On the same day two 
checks were drawn on the depart- 
ment’s account for $127,418.80 and 
for $658.33. 

At the same time, it was shown, 
there was owing on the account 
of Mrs. Jean R. Davis $127,418.50 
with interest of $658.83. Both of 
these were paid on that day, the 
books showed. 

On Jan. 9, 1931, it was brought 
out, $100,000 was paid on the 
Moose organization note in three 
checks signed by Fred W. Jones, 
an organization department official. 
Carnahan said that $50,000 was still 
owing on the note.

The six weeks of legal wrangling 
about the sanity of Hugh Wi. 
Thomasson, wealthy real estate 
owner, may have largely to be re- 
peated, following a ruling of Cir- 
cuit Judge Hoffmeister today that 
the jury at the present sanity hear- 
ing cannot consider anything ex- 
cept whether Thomasson is a legal 
resident of St. Louis. 

More than five weeks have been 
devoted to testimony for one side 
alone and nearly 50 witnesses have 
testified to facts of Thomasson's 
history as far back as the nineties. 
The Court ruled, however, that 
Thomasson's sanity is to be consid- 
ered only as affecting his residence, 
that is, whether he has enough 
mentality to live outside St. Louis 
if he chooses. 

The contention that he does not 
have mind enough is made by at- 
torneys for his cousin, Miss Elmira 
Townsend, who filed the sanity ac- 
tion last October. They allege that 
his last residence was the Fairmont 
Hotel, Euclid and Maryland ave- 
nues, and that he is being held 
outside the, city involuntarily. 

May Impanel Second Jury. 

If the jury holds that they are 
right, according to the court, an- 
other jury would be impaneled and 
the judicial marathon would be 
run again, with, however, the ques- 
tion of jurisdiction eliminated. If 
the jury decides Thomasson is not 
legally a St. Louisan, the Court 
ruled, that would settle sanity ac- 
tions in his case so far as the Cir- 
cult Court in the city is concerned. 

A plea to have all issues set- 
tled now was made in a motion 
filed yesterday by Patrick H. 
Cullen of counsel for Miss Town- 
send, and overtures were made to 
Thomasson’s counsel, Randolph 
Laughlin, to agree to such a stipu- 
lation. 

Laughlin argued that he had not 
prepared to defend more than the 
question of jurisdiction now, the 
Court having informed the jury at 
the outset that jurisdiction was the 
first thing to be considered. Judge 
Hoffmeister said he had made 
such a statement in the opinion 
that the first question could be set- 
tled in a few days. He overruled 
Cullen’s motion on the theory that 
Laushlin's interests might be prej- 
udiced if he had not prepared a 
defense other than on jurisdiction.

“The recent inflow of gold from 
abroad which began at the middie 
of June resulted in an increase in 
the country’s stock of monetary 
gold, between June 15 and Aug. 31 
of about $175,000,000," the board 
said. This increase brought the 
gold stock to $4.086,000,000. 

“This is about the same lével as 
of the second half of 1928 and the 
first quarter of 1929 before either 
the recent financial crisis or the 
prevailing business depression had 
begun to show itself.” 

Intprovement Outside U. S. 

The board said that, as com- 
pared with the middle of 1928, the 
central gold reserves of the prin- | 
cipal countries of the world outside | 
of the United States had increased | 
about $1.800.000,000, or 30 per 
cent, because of a large output of | 
the world’s gold mines and the re- 
lease of gold from private holdings 
in Australia, China, India and 
Russia. 

It was on Sept. 20, 1931, that 
Great Britain gave notice gold pay- 
ments temporarily would be sus- 
pended, effective the next day. The | 
Reserve Board now places British 
gold reserves at $676,000.009 for 
the end of August., the largest to- 
fal in 14 months. | 

The board said the volume of re- 
serve bank credit outstanding had 
declined during recent weeks from 
the high level of July, chiefly in 
consequence of the gold inflow and 
the return of currency from circu- 
lation. Funds received by mem-

WASHINGTON, Sept. 21. 
INCE the start of this cam- 


paign President Hoover has 
often alluded to his efforts to 


“co-ordinate” one thing and an- 
other, “Co-ordfmate” has been his 
favorite campaign word. Govern- 
ment lending power has been “co- 
ordinated” with vate credit fa- 
cilities. Federal“ relief measures 
have been “co-ordinated” with 
local and private charity. We have 
come to think of the President as 
“the great co-ordinator.” But it 
would appear that he still has a 
job ahead in co-ordinating the 
statements issued by his political 
supporters. When Gov. Roosevelt 
spoke in Salt Lake City on tho 
problems of the railroads, it was 
tacitly agreed in most adminis- 
tration quarters that the proper 
reply would consist in accusing the 
Democratic nominee of stealing 
the President's stuff. Accordingly. 
Secretary Mills pronounced the 
Roosevelt speech “good Repub- 
lican doctrine, which was taken 
‘from President Hoover’s last mes- 
sage to Congress.” Secretary Doak 
declared that President Hoover 
already has recommended to Con- 
gress the very plan which Gov.

RIOR to the Maine election it 
was settled by the Republican 
board of strategy that Presi- 
dent Hoover would limit his speak- 
ing campaign to not more than 
three public addresses.

sion has just come to light. The 
step was taken in the belief that 
the public would react to it as it 
did to Coolidge’s action in quelling 
the Boston police strike. The argu- 
ment was made that property- 
owners throughout the country 
Were alarmed about the safety of 
their possessions, and that the call- 
ing of troops to disperse the ex- 
soldiers encamped in the capital 
would convince the “substantial 
element” of the nation that a firm 
hand was on the wheel in Wash- 
ington. The same logic had worked 
so well in the case of the Boston 
police strike that Gov. Coolidge was 
unexpectedly elevated to the vice- 
presidency. However, as has since 
been pointed out, times were some- 
what different then. Fewer peo- 
ple have property now, and many 
have not even jobs.

NEW YORK, Sept. 21.— Al“

end, one of his associates said last 
night, when he goes as a delegate 
to the Democratic State convention, 
Oct.. 3. 

“It is very possible he will be 
the one to place Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor Herbert H. Lehman in nomina- 
tion as a gubernatorial candidate,” 
Smith’s friend said. 

Lehman is Gov. Roosevelt's own 
choice for the nomination. 

Whether this move on the “Hap- 
py Warrior’s” part will end the 
political rift between the 1928 and 
1932 standard bearers wag a mat- 
ter of speculation in political 
circles, but there was no comment 
from Smith’s office. 

It was said there, however, that 
the former Governor will probably 
make some definite statements 
about his attitude toward the pres- 
idential campaign either just be- 
fore or during the convention. 

What the Democratic campaign 
leaders want to know is whether 
Smith will make any speeches on 
behalf of the man who succeeded 
him as Governor, then as head of 
the party.

ASSERTS JAPAN NEEDS BUFFER 
STATE AGAINST COMMUNISM 


Former Undersecretary of League 
Defends Manchurian Policy of 
Tokio Government, 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 21.—Dr. 
Inazo Nitobe, Japanese statesman 
and for eight years undersecretary 
of the League of Nations, yester- 
day defended. Japan's Manchurian 
adventure as one of “supreme de- 
fense against the communization 
of the Orient.” He said that alarm- 
ist talk of war between his country 
and the United States was not 
based on fact. 

Dr. Nitobe was the guest of hon- 
or at a luncheon of the Japanese 
Chamber of Commerce. 

“In Manchuria,” he said, “it was 
necessary to create a buffet state 
between Japan and communism. 
Manchuria might have been ab- 
sorbed by Russia. The Soviet Gov- 
ernment has already carved out a 
‘communist government in Mon- 
golia, where it is impossible for a 
Chinese to enter without a paseport 
from Moscow. 

“Unless Manchuria were helped 
she would have fallén an easy prey 
to communist Russia. Then the 
whole of China would have become 
red in a few years, or even months. 
Then what would have been the 
fate of Japan? And if my country 
succumbed to eommunism, what 
would be the effect on the United 
States? The Pacific Ocean would 
not be much of a barrier.” 

He admitted that in some ways 
Manchuria “might be called a pup- 
pet government.” 

“But you have similar experi- 
ments nearer than Mongolia or 
Manchuria,” he stated. “If ‘the 
United States had not helped 
Haiti, Panama, etc., you would be 
under the constant menace of un- 
stable governments. Japan, while 
a monarchy, stands for Western 
civilization and is the vanguard of 
freedom and liberty.“

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A LAW TO PROMOTE SAFETY. ; 

Some objection is being made to a drivers’ license 
law on the ground that it would operate to deprive a 
poor man of driving his car. That is based upon the 
assumption that a high fee would be charged for the 
license, whereas the bill proposed by the Autqmobile 
Club of Missouri provides for no fee at all. The 
Legislature, if it the bill, might tack on a fee 
to pay for the administration expense, but, if so, it 
will in all probability be a purely nominal sum. 

The purpose of a drivers’ license law is to reduce 
accidents by weeding out unfit drivers. This is done 
by refusing licenses in the first instance to drivers 
palpably unfit, by reason of obvious physical and 
mental defects, and by revoking licenses upon con- 
viction for traffic offenses like retkless driving, driv- 
ing while intoxicated and causing accidents. An ef- 
fective aid to police in fighting gangsterism would 
be to deny a license te any person convicted_of a 
felony. 

With more than 30,000 persons being killed annvu- 
ally in the United States by automobiles, it has be- 
come essential to take measures protective of society, 
and it hag been conclusively proved, by the experi- 
ence of states which have such laws, That drivers’ li- 
cense acts are a potent factor in promoting safety.

N appraising the recent German declara- 

tieng abeut armaments, it is perhaps well 

te remember that strong governments can 
move quietly, whereas weak governments 
have to make showy gestures. The Von 
Papen Cabinet is a most uncertain affair. 
It rests upon the army, ‘the bureaucracy, on 
certain elements of the old ruling class, 
and upon such public opinions as can be 
persuaded to regard’ Hindenburg and Von 
Papen as a lesser evil than Hitler. In or- 
der to keep the Hitlerites at bay, the Gev- 
ernment must steal the Hitlerite thunder; 
it must move for the liberation of Germany 
from the servitudes and humiliations of the 
Treaty of Versailles. And it must move 
rather rapidly. in view of the fact that an- 
other German election is impending. 

The pressure of domestic politics within 
Germany is sufficient to account for the 
impatience of the Ven Papen Government, 
and it is not necessary to suspect that, in

Throop Tells fis. Frecbmen That 
University Should Help 
Them Find Selves.“ 


— — 

Washington University freshmen, 
at the annual Freshman day con- 
vocation in Graham Memorial 
chapel today, were addressed by 
Chancellor George Reeves Throop, 
Dean George W. Stephens and 
Coach Jimmy Conzelman. : 

Chancellor Throop told the new 
students that they should expect 
univérsity life to widen their hori- 
sons and to overcome tefdencies 
toward extreme individualism and 
libértarianism. He spoke of the im- 
portance of physical exercise and 
the value of team play and co- 
opérative endeavor. Extra-curricu- 
lar activities, he said, should be 
made auxiliary to the main objec- 
tives of university life. 

“A college or university,” the 
Chancellor said, “is naturally and 
primarily a place for the acquire- 
ing, transmission and advance- 
ment of knowledge. It is not a 
Sunday school, a reform school, or 
a school for mentally deficient, 
though I believe advocates are 
found for these various types of 
training within the field of higher 
education. 

“The scholastic and intellectual 
interests of collegiate students are 
today much in dispute. ere is 
much doubt that the thirst for 
knowledge fires all those before 
me. But if the collegiate training 
on which you aré now embarking 
does nought else, it will lay before 
you the fields, furnish the orienta- 
tion and, let us hope, awaken in 
many of you the desire for greater 
companionship with those fields 
and subjects to which vo are 
briefly introduced while here. If 
the function of education were not 


as broad as it is, it might well de 


said to be an orientation in the 
ideas and accomplishménts of man- 
kind, so arranged and presented 
that it furnishes an inspiration for 
all who learn. 

“If the intellectual interests, by 
which after all the value of our 
education must be largely judged, 
are on the decline, they are not so 
neglected because of the reasons 
generally given, and so largely be- 
lieved, athletics, social diversions, 
and other student activities. We 
must rather find fault with our 
present social life, and the distrac- 
tions of the modern age, which 
make so strong a demand upon the 
time and interest of all. 

“There is at the present time 
much talk of the value of educa- 
tion as a practical means of live- 
lihood when so many of those who 
now graduate find no employment | } 
and no ready place in the scheme 
of things. Education is no pana- 
cea. It will not cure all our ills 
It will not free us from crime, from 
poverty, from economic and po- 
litical distress. It will give us a 
better chanee to those who proper- 
ly avail themselves of its oppor- 
tunities and will give this in in- 
creasing degree to those who most 
sedulously follow its advantages. 
The rewards of practical Hfe will 
be to the most diligent, the most 
ready, and the best prepared.” 

Dr. Stephens, dean of students, 
said in a short talk that “the uni 
versity expects students to behave 
as ladies and gentlemen. Although 
definite rules and regulations are 
few, the general tradition of the 
university must be observed.” 

Coach Conzelman promised the 
students “a good representative, 
football team, a fighting team, one 
you'll be proud to cheer for.” He 
further advised the freshmen: 

“Don’t be the sophisticated, smart 
undergraduate who considers cheer- 
ing and an emotional display be- 
neath his dignity and intelligence. 
When Sinclair Lewis wrote ‘Main 
Street,’ the younger crowd of sev- 
eral years ago suddenly discovered 
that you were a Babbitt if you pur- 


sued the ordinary course of ite 


raising a family, sprinkling a lawn, 
or reading a story of romance. That 
was something only a Babbitt would 
do. Then they discovered Mencken, 
and all of them subscribed to the 
American Mercury and knocked ev- 
erything. The tail end of 
movement ig still in the colleges.

BOGOTA MOB WRECKS PLANT 
OF COMMUNIST NEWSPAPER 


Unpatriotic Publications on Colom- 
bia-Peru Dispute Over 
Leticia Charged. 

By the Associated Press. 

BOGOTA, Colombia, Sept. 21.— 
Charging unpatriotic publications 
during the “Leticia affair,“ a mob 
invaded the offices of the Com- 
munist newspaper Tierra yester- 
day, destroyed furniture and seized 
and burned copies of the paper. 

More than 3000 women paraded 
through the streets of the capital 
singing the national anthem while 
the Lower House was passing on 
second reading the measure au- 
thorizing the Govérnment to ar- 
range a credit of $10,000,000 for 
national defense. 

It was officially stated that the 
Colombia Government has refused 
to accept a proposal for a settle- 
ment of the controversy over occu- 
pation cf the port city of Leticia 
by Peruvians. The Colémbian For- 
eign Office reply said it “cannot 
accept the Peruvian suggestion as 
to how we should act in the re- 
pression of Leticia, the movement 
being a matter of internal order.“ 
It said “troops will pass through 
Colombian waters,” and will “ex- 
ert in Colombian territory, an in- 
dependent act of national sov- 
_ereignty. *

by Peru in the boundary treaty of 
1922. It furnishes an outlet to the 
Atlantic Ocean, 2600 miles way.

Treating Toxic Goiter 
RE are several varieties of 
[ treatment which, either singly 
or in combination, are applic- 
able to the sufferer from toxic gol- 
ter. 

Thus the patient may be treated 
medically, surgically or by means of 
X-ray and radium. In many in- 
starices the physician is obliged to 
use a combination of these pro- 
cedures. 

The method 


employed depends 


upon the age and condition of the 


patient, the acuteness or chronicity 
of his disease, the degree of intoxi- 
cation suffered, and the results ob- 
tained by preliminary treatment. 
The acutely fll young patient may 
at times be treated successfully 


E through the use of ſodine, 


er with rest and other meas- 
ures, However, failure te improve 
under such treatment may necessl- 
tate surgical intervention. 

The effects on the body of the in- 
toxication due to toxic goiter are 
cumulative and the patient who has 
suffered the disease for a long time 


makes a poor operative risk, and is 


not as likely to have good results 
from his operation as the person 
spared the prolonged effects of the 
disease. 

Thyrotoxicosis, as the condition
